fields say there can be no 
future development such 
as housing because of 
what they found when 
they checked records 
going back nearly half a 
century. 

Leading campaigner 
Michael Wheller said: 


“We have discovered a 
Deed of Covenant dated 
June 6th, 1964 between 
the National Playing 
Fields Association and 
“The Mayor, Aldermen 
and Burgesses of the Bor¬ 
ough of Weymouth and 
Melcombe Regis restrict¬ 


ing the use of land to that 
of a Playing Field”. 

“The document runs to 
five pages, is extremely 
specific and contains offi¬ 
cial seals signed by the 
council’s then Mayor Sid 
Porter and Town Clerk 
E.J. Jones.

And of course there are lots 
of different ciders, at the moment I think there are about 
64 different ones to choose from. 

■ DO you have a favourite pizza? 

All of them! I couldn't have a favourite because they're 
all delicious. This week I've been mostly eating the 
Bucky Doo which is a vegetarian pizza- although I'm not 
actually vegetarian. 

■ AND what other interests have you got? 

My previous job gave me a fishing rod when I left so I’ve 
been out a couple of times with that! I love the sea and 
as soon as it gets a bit warmer I'll be jumping in before 
I start work each morning. 

I'm really into music - my parents have Bridport Music 
on South Street-and I try to go to lots of gigs, although 
I haven't been to any since I've been back down here. 

I also play the piano and the flute, something which 
I've done for most of my life. 

■ WHICH three famous people would you like to in¬ 
vite to dinner and what would you eat? 

I'd have pie with Feme Cotton because she looks like 
she needs a pie or two, and she's quite good fun.

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Bowling club loses out as 
town is hit by Olympic fever 


A WEYMOUTH sports 
club claims it will lose 
vital revenue because of 
the Olympic Games. 

Weymouth and Mel- 
combe Bowling Club is 
“scraping the barrel” for 
funds after visiting teams 
boycotted the area because 
of hikes in local hotel 
rates, according to green 
manager Fred Amey. 

Bookings are down by 
17 teams compared to 
2011, with Mr Amey 
blaming the sporting spec¬ 
tacle in Weymouth for the 
drop off. 

Touring bowls teams 
normally bring in vital rev¬ 
enue when they visit the 
area, but the club now 
faces having to raise up to 
£10,000 to cover the loss 
in revenue, according to 
Mr Amey. 

He was in no doubt 
about the cause of the 
hammer blow. He said: 
“The simple reason is that 
the touring teams can’t af¬ 
ford the hotels this year, so 
they are not coming. It’s 
really hit us - we are 
scraping the barrel. 

“Every club member 
pays fees, but the tours re¬ 
ally help and this will re¬ 
ally hit us. We are scraping 
the barrel now, with all the

repairs we have to do each 
year and running costs. 

It costs £7,000 a year just 
to pay the contractor to re¬ 
seed and treat the green”. 


Dave Price of the Wey¬ 
mouth Hoteliers, Guest¬ 
houses and Leaseholders 
Association, said that 
some hotels had been 


forced to put up prices 
during the Olympics be¬ 
cause regular customers 
like bowls teams are not 
coming. 

He said: “There is an im¬ 
pression among the public 
that Weymouth will be 
booked up or expensive 
during the Olympics, so 


many regular returning 
customers, like touring 
bowls teams, are staying 
away. 

“This has forced many 
businesses to spend money 
on advertising and setting 
up online booking facili¬ 
ties to attract customers. 
These are extra costs that 


are not incurred over a 
normal summer. 

“I have had to put up my 
prices between £2.50 and 
£5 per person to cover 
these costs.” 

He added: “I am not 
aware of any astronomical 
price hikes among hotel 
and guesthouse owners.”

outlining it in colour to en¬ 
sure there would be no 
misunderstanding about 
which area was being re¬ 
ferred to.

She added: “This same 
covenant was raised then 
and now seems to have 
been conveniently forgot¬ 
ten. 

“In the mid-1980s my fa¬ 
ther Frank Brown was very 
active in securing this land 
as playing fields for future 
generations of Weymouthi- 
ans. 

“This covenant should 
have been known about by 
the present council who 
ought to honour and re¬ 
spect their agreement 
rather than quietly forget¬ 
ting about it.” 

Mr Wheller said: “We 
hope that public knowl¬ 
edge of this covenant will 
now ensure that the Marsh 
is safe for future genera¬ 
tions and need never fear 
development again since 
the NPFA, now Fields in 
Trust, has assured us that 
the covenant will be up¬ 
held by them.”

Hands off our allotments! 


GARDENERS have told council¬ 
lors that they cannot use allotments 
in Weymouth as overspill for a 
nearby cemetery. 

Members of Crossroads allot¬ 
ments in Westham said they don’t 
want to fight the council but are de¬ 
termined to stand up for their plots, 
so they held an open day and coffee 
morning - which raised £115 - to 
invite councillors down to see what 
they do. 

Chairman Paul Morris said: “We 
have legal proof that our allotments 
have protected status and that the 
council would need an order from 
the Secretary of State for it to be 
overturned. 

“That could cost the council up to 
£600,000 if they lose and 28 out of 
30 attempts made to get the same 


order for different plots nationally 
have lost. 

“At the moment the council is 
saying in the draft Focal Plan that 
it wants to consider Crossroads for 
possible future use as an overspill 
for a nearby cemetery, but we feel 
that good earth like we have is for 
the living not the dead. 

“We don’t want to fight the coun¬ 
cil because we are in the right, so 
what we tried to do was invite 
councillors down here during the 
day to see what we do and the huge 
benefits our allotment area brings 
to the community so they withdraw 
their suggestion for using it as a 
cemetery extension. 

“They made a mistake because 
their own legal department said we 
didn’t have protected status when 


we do and councillors have to re¬ 
alise they made their cemetery sug¬ 
gestion on a misconception. 

“The Focal Plan is in its consul¬ 
tation stage, so come and consult 
with us. It will save the council and 
awful lot of time and money.” 

Among five councillors who did 
visit the allotments was Fucy 
Hamilton who said: “This land is 
for the living not the dead. 

“Allotment holders here do a fan¬ 
tastic job for themselves and the 
community as a whole, helping the 
elderly and children and even hav¬ 
ing raised planting beds for the dis¬ 
abled. 

“We need to think long term 
about the cemetery and whether 
plots could or should be reused.”

140 days to my own personal celebration 


I N case you don’t know, it is now less 
than 140 days until the Olympics and 
Paralympic Games are over. 

I say this because the 100-days-to-go 
landmark was recently celebrated with 
much delight and sandcastle building, so 
I felt it only fair to put things in perspec¬ 
tive by holding a balancing celebration to 
mark the finish of the double Games pe¬ 
riod. 

My delight was every bit as heartfelt as 
the 100-day celebrants although my 
budget didn’t run to building a £5,000 


giant sandcastle because Olympic bosses 
have way more cash than me and because 
the sandcastle would have made a right 
mess of my lawn. 

Instead I opted to draw a giant smiley 
face across my garden’s finely tilled cor- 
gette patch and settle for that. At least 
people could see my display for longer 
than they could see Weymouth’s sand- 
scastle. 

That was because the nation’s televi¬ 
sion recorded the sandcastle but also that 
it no longer existed except in photo¬ 


graphs. - dismantled five days before the 
100-day s-to-go landmark because of 
what local Olympic leaders described as 
“an organisational decision”.

The 40-day difference between the 
council’s start and my finish celebrations 
took on fresh significance over the Easter 
period when the town’s much vaunted

Civic leaders told me that seafront traf¬ 
fic was backed up from the Jubilee Clock 
right out on to Preston Beach Road and 
that traffic trying to get on to Swannery 
Bridge was backed up towards Southill. 

But, even with vastly more visitors ex¬ 
pected for the Games, the county council 
assures me that the transport system 
works, that they are “confident” ahead of 
the Olympics and that they are looking 
forward to showcasing Weymouth and 
Portland to the world.

Residents of Abbotsbury have been 
busy making sail-shaped banners 
which will line the route through 
West Street, Market Street and Rod- 
den Row. 

In Chickerell a community planting 
scheme is being organised to decorate 
the town and a barbecue, with food, 
music and other entertainment, is 
being planned for Saturday, July 14th. 

In Osmington a Mini Olympics 


sports event and picnic lunch will be 
held at the village hall and field on 
Friday, July 13th. 

A council spokesman said: “We are 
pleased to support these events and 
would encourage people to get in¬ 
volved with the celebrations, line the 
streets and show their support for the 
torchbearers carrying the Olympic 
Flame through their communities.” 

The Olympic Flame will arrive in 
West Dorset at around 12.30pm on 
Thursday, July 12th. 

It will travel through Puddletown, 
Dorchester, Winterbourne Abbas, 
Bridport, Chideock, Lyme Regis, 


Burton Bradstock, Abbotsbury and 
Portesham before finally passing 
through Chickerell and into the bor¬ 
ough of Weymouth and Portland in 
time for the evening celebrations on 
Weymouth Beach. 

On the Friday the Flame will leave 
from Portland Bill and travel east 
through Osmington in West Dorset 
and on towards Poole and 
Bournemouth.

Bournemouth Sinfonietta Choir's 
Anniversary Concert in Dorchester 

THIS year, Bournemouth Sinfonietta Choir - one of the 
top chamber choirs in the south of England - celebrates 
its 40th season. One of the highlights of its anniversary 
season is a concert entitled "Spem in Alium: 40 Years - 
40 Voices", to be performed in St Mary's Church, Dorch¬ 
ester on Saturday 28th April at 7.30pm.

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RUGBY - REVIEW OF THE SEASON 

with Keith Jenkin 


Windsor assignment looms large 


THE 2011/2012 rugby season is over for 
local clubs, with one very notable excep¬ 
tion. DORCHESTER, who made a very 
late run indeed, have secured themselves 
a play-off place against WINDSOR of the 
Southern Counties (North) Division. 

The game will take place at Windsor on 
April 28th, with the winners gaining a 
place in the South West Division One 
(East). 

Some six weeks ago Dorchester, who 
were enjoying a pretty good season, 
were lying around fourth in the Southern 
Counties (South) league table, and were, 
many people felt I suspect, just out of the 
promotion race. 

At that juncture I certainly felt that 
North Dorset and Sherborne had the 
bouquets sewn up between them. 

Few could have predicted Sherborne's 
implosion. They lost their last three 
games, all to teams in the lower half of 
the division, and were edged out at the 
last by Dorchester who won five out of 
their last six, and took a vital losing bonus 
point from champions, North Dorset in 
the sixth. 

The question remains, how will they 
fare at Windsor and, if they are successful, 
how will they fare next season? 

My guess is that they will be competi¬ 
tive at Windsor. Their pack is dominating 
opposition eights currently. They have a 
bit of pace and talent out wide, a sensible 
goal kicker and they showed against 
North Dorset that they are quite capable 
of "dogging it out". 

As to next season, let that look after it¬ 
self for the time being. All a club can ask 
when the season starts is that it can be 
involved up to and including the season's 


final game. Dorchester have certainly 
done so this season, and congratulations 
are due to them. 

After a bad season in 2010/2011 that 
saw them slip down into the Dorset & 
Wilts League Division Three (South), the 
Dorchester second side has roused itself 
and bounced back as champions at the 
first attempt by winning 13 of its 18 
league games. 

It has been demonstrated time and 
time again that the well being of a club 
on the field is very much attributable to 
the performance of its second side, and 
Dorchester seconds have certainly done 
all that has been asked of them this last 
season. 

The WEYMOUTH first side, while wish¬ 
ing its rivals from just up the road every 
success in their play off endeavours, will 
probably see a positive emerging if all 
does not go well for them. 

Weymouth have been existence for 
some 140 years, and have celebrated that 
fact by winning the Dorset & Wilts 
League Division One (South). 

The club's first XV will now be playing 
Southern Counties rugby in September, 
with the prospect of a local derby if 
Dorchester remain in the division. The 
have also won the Dorset & Wilts Junior 
Cup. 

I have long regarded the Weymouth 
club as the sleeping giants of local rugby 
and moreover have felt that they have 
had, within their ranks the constituent 
parts of a successful side. 

This season they have begun to play 
with a pattern with which most of their 
opponents have struggled to cope. 

They have lost just three times, all in the 


earlier part of their campaign, and have 
amply avenged these narrow defeats 
subsequently. 

In fact they were confirmed as champi¬ 
ons with a couple of games still to be 
played and won the division with some 
comfort in spite of a very considerable in¬ 
jury list. 

They will realise of course that a consid¬ 
erable gap in standard exists between 
the old division and the new, and they 
will certainly have to keep working at it. 

If they do so and remain injury free in 
the main next season, I can see them 
making something of a mark in the 
higher division. 

I watched them play a national cup 
round against Drifters however, and felt 
that they were a little naive tactically on 
that occasion. They will certainly have to 
learn from that experience. 

Midway through the 2010/2011 season 
the Weymouth second side, who had 
been trundling around in the Dorset & 
Wilts league Division Three for several 
seasons, roused itself, strung a series of 
wins together and notched a promotion 
place in the final weekend of the season. 

They entered division two, "in fear and 
trembling" rather, with the avowed inten¬ 
tion of not slipping back. 

In the event their fears proved ground¬ 
less for, in spite of the club's long injury 
list, they ended the season in the divi¬ 
sion's mid table. 

The Weymouth third side entered 
league rugby for the first time, taking its 
place in division four. 

It generally put a side out however, 
sometimes not an easy thing to do in 
view of the amount of travelling in¬ 


volved. It didn't win too many but it will 
be a better side for the experience. 

The BRIDPORT first side started the sea¬ 
son in disarray rather, it having failed to 
cope with life in the Southern Counties 
(South) Division and having been rele¬ 
gated from it the previous April. 

Their season has therefore, been one of 
consolidation and, although progress has 
certainly been made, it has often been a 
case of "a step forward, and a step back". 

They finished the season in the bottom 
half of the division, but I do think that 
they are a better side now than they were 
at the season's start. 

Looking at their league record over the 
season it certainly gave the impression 
that they were beating sides towards the 
end of their campaign who had bested 
them earlier. 

I think that they managed to put a fair 
few building blocks in place, as it were, 
and that they will look forward to next 
season with more confidence than they 
did in September last. 

When the first side of a club is in the 
doldrums, that fact is usually impacted 
on its second side, and this was certainly 
the case with Bridport seconds. 

Having been relegated into division 
three, it often struggled to raise sides to 
travel to away games and, as a conse¬ 
quence, ended the season just out of the 
relegation zone. It did gather one or two 
scalps along the way, but lacked consis¬ 
tency. 

PUDDLETOWN are a club that are con¬ 
siderably further along the rebuilding 
road than Bridport. 

They suffered a body blow before any 
one had kicked a ball in anger however, 


losing influential captain and number 
eight, Paul Chidley to an injury that kept 
him sidelined for all the season. 

They did not spend much time ponder¬ 
ing as to just what might have been how¬ 
ever, but rolled up their sleeves and got 
on with competing in the Dorset & Wilts 
league Division Two (South). 

A measure of the progress made during 
the campaign could be measured by a 
glance at their results obtained against 
Poole whom they played on both the 
first and last Saturdays of the season. 

Back in September they came out on 
top by a single point while, in April they 
cruised to a bonus point win. 

They always tried (and often suc¬ 
ceeded) to play open rugby, for their 
back division was their strength, and 
they ended the season in the division's 
fourth place (one place above Wey¬ 
mouth seconds). 

They certainly strengthened their 
squad as the season progressed and 
have one or two "young pups" coming 
through into the ranks. 

Next season could be an interesting 
one for them and they will most certainly 
be looking forward with optimism. 

Overall the 2011/2012 has been a good 
one as far as the local rugby scene is con¬ 
cerned. There have certainly been more 
triumphs than disasters. 

Kit will now be stowed in the back of 
garages (hopefully laundered). Some will 
play cricket or undertake some other 
summer pursuit. 

Then, sometime in July, boots will be 
searched out and people will be prepar¬ 
ing to do it all over again. Summer well! 
I'll probably see you then!
